It was 
most SQceesstul, both at Franklin- 
ton and st'Bminenos. The mission- 
ai/i the pastor and Uie peopls. Cath- 
olics and non-GathoIIca, nope that it 
will not be longr before another ef- 
fort la made to expound the doc- 
trines of the Catholic church to thu 
people of Henry county. 

The Rev. Father Mward W. Does, 
pastor of the ehurch at I'ewee V'al- 
fey, bus Ili'iiry county us part of his 
niissidii field, and for weeks liad 
been workiiur zealously for thij com- 
fag of tf.' I' i^sionist orator. On 
8spteml>er ij't, -^'j and 90 the lectures 
wsrs given at Friwkhnton, fourteen 
miles from Bmlnanee. As there is 
no Oatholle church vt Frankltnton 
the Isotarss iirere givsa in Wood- 
men's Hall. The attendance was 
only fair on the first night. Many 
of the natives had never seen, nmeli 
less heard, a Catholic priest. What 
tliey l<new of the Ciitnolie church, 
its teacbiiiirs and Its priests, had 
been gleaned from non-Cat liulic uiin- 
isters and non-Catholic books. 

Father Miller won all liearts ll.e 
first aiffht. Ths following night the 
attendsnes was idmoat doubled, and 
on «h* third «i|kt the baU «as^ 
e^ewded to mffoeatlon. All UstenSd 
with rapt attention. No doubt bis 
appeal, especially to those who 
claim no religion, probably set them 
all thinking a >uut the ' affairs of 
salvation. -Neither is there doubt 
that these good people will pause 
hereafter before they give credence 
to the many falsehoods aitd-calus*. 
nics heaped upon the Catholic 
ehurch by her enemies. 

At ttie close of the exercises at 
Vranklinton the Rev. Fathers Roes 
and Miller drove to Eminence to be- 
sta the misaion there. As it was the 
first Friday of the month all the 
OMthoUcs took sdvantage of the op- 
porttmlty to receive holy communion 
at one of the two masses. At 0 
o'clock the missionary priest spoke 
to the Catholics. In the evening he 
addressed the non-Catholics. His 
subject was "I'urpatory." On Sat- 
urday morninp Father Miller ajjain 
addressed the ('atlmlies and in the 
evening at 7:30 o'clock he spoke to 
a very representative audience of 
non-Catholics of Kmiiience and sur- 
rounding county. His subject was 
"The Catholic and Protcstont Bible 
Compared." 

On Sunday morning the Bev. 
Father E. W. Boes cel^rated high 
mass at 10:30 o'clock. The Rev. 
Father Miller was deacon and one of 
the Franciscans sulxleacon. The 
ultar.s and sanctuary were decorated 
with choice cut flowers, ferns and 
palms. A double i|iiartcttc from the 
Concordia Singing Society of Louis- 
ville sang the music of the mass, one 
of the greatest effortii of Van Ilree, 
the 'Composer. At the close of the 
mass the Bev. Fsther Miller gave an 
eloquent explanation of the devotion 
of Catholics to the Blessed Virgin. 
The church was filled to overflowing 
with non-Catholics. The mission 
closed Sunday night at 7:30 o'clock 
with a lecture on "The Necessity of 
Baptism." The services nt Kminence 
each night were closed with bene 
diction of the Most lilessed Sacra- 
ment. 

At Franklinton and also at Kmin- 
ence the question box was one of 
the main features of interest to non- 
Catbolies. It was well patronized 
and the questions asked showed 
earnestness and a desire for truth. 
All the audiences were delighted 
with the instructive answers given 
by the missionary. Rev. Father 
Boes was asked what he thought 
of the general results. He replied: 

"Taken all in all, the double 
mission' was a most rcinai Uable suc- 
cess. On all sides the Icctiiios and 
services were praised. One non- 
Catholic said that lie had lived many 
years in Eminence, but did not know 
that the Catholic ehurch taught 
audi beautiful doctrines, nor that its 
servlees vrers so impressive. Many 
others have asked to have the mis- 
sion repeated In cne near future. 
Another said: 'Your misison has 
done mnch good in our community.' 
You cnn say that Father Boes and 
the f'atholics of Kminence wish to 
thank their non-Catholic friends for 
lending flowers used in the sane- 
ttiary, to thank the Kev. Father 
Henry Miller iHr liis instruetivo 
scrmonfl, and to thank the Con- 
cordia Hinging Society for its aid in 
making our services impressive."

There are persistent rumors 
though not of ecclesiastical origin, 
that Monsignor Diomede Falconio 
the Papal Delegate to Washington, 
will be raised to the dignity of 
Cardinal nt the conRistory to Iw held 
in .laiiuary. If he becomes a Cnr- 
dinal he will follow in the fo.it- 
steps of his illustrious predecessors, 
Monsignors Satolli and .Martinelli. 

.\s the I'ojM»'s [lersonal re)ne- 
sentutive in the I'liited .Staten ^lon- 
signor Falconio has exercised a 
jurisdiction wider than that of any 
Apostolic Delegate, and the quali- 
ties of high diplomaev, whidi are in- 
dispensable In Washington in the 
administration of the Delegate's 
office, sem to be regarded by the 
Vatican as ample qualification for 
the discharge of still more im- 
portant functions in the church. 
Not yet seventy years of age, a man 
of rijie scholarship and profound 
knowledfre of ehurch di])lomacy, 
Moiisiffiior Falconio, once in Honu , 
would be eligible to the headship of 
the Catholic church, which he has 
served all his life in the 'humblest 
as well as in the most distingoished 
stations. 

Whqn he succeeded Martinelli at 
Waslxington eight- years agct Mon- 
signor Falconio was welcomed as 
an American citizen, for although 
he was bom and educated in Italy 
he came to America as a ,voung man 
and mtiHi of his work was done on 
this side of tlie ocenn, as an edu- 
cator at the Coll.'jfe of St. llou- 
a^eiiliiie at .\11i;mi\. as ;i pj icr iu 
the Italian colony of New York and 
among tlio •viui people"! oi ilie Xrw- 
foundland coast. A Franciscan, the 
present Apostolic Delegate was at 
the abaolute command of the heads 
of his order— that ancient order of 
barefooted friars pledged < to 
ohasti^, poverty and ohsdlsnoe— 
and he never hesitated to answer 
the word of command. 

In person he is slender, rather 
under than over the middle height, 
with gray eyes and white hair. His 
address is excellent, easy, simple, 
direct and )k speaks English with 
a very slight accent.

Mon do not always vote as they 
register, but this year there are 
many indic.itions that the Demo- 
erat^. who have a jilurality over the 
Itepiililicans, will liave a majority 
when the polls dose on .Vovenibcr 'j. 
I'he official registration figures for 
Louisville were made public on 
Thursday. They show a total of 
54J)07 registered votes, more than 
3.000 increase over last year. Thev 
show, too, that 24,781 registered as 
Democrats, while 19,145 ivglstered 
as Republicans and 10,131 declined to 
state their party affiliation. 

Compare these figures with those 
of last, year and you will find thot 
the Democrats have gained in regis- 
tration OSl, the KepiiliJicaiis Ctj and 
the iiide|)enden| voters I, list, show- 
ing that tlu' increase in the indc- 
|>endent ranks is greater than in Hie 
Democratic or Republican partie>. 
The figures also show th.it the in-, 
crease in Republican registration' 
was mainly through the negroes. 
TMiile the Bepublicana gained nearly 
3,000 negro votes, they lost more 
than 600 whites. 

.Now sny that of the 24,731 Demo- 
crats registered that 2,000 are disaf- 
fected, (iivi- the Republicans every 
one of the 19,14.-) registere<l votes to 
start with, and then concede thai 
the caiulidatcs mi independent 
tickets will recciv(> between tlieiii 
4,.">»)0 ballots. Divide the remaining 
indepciideiii \olcs, T,.'>(M) <()ually be. 
twecn the Democrats and Republi- 
cans and it shows 86,481 Democrats 
as agahist SMOS Bepnblioans, or a 
Democratic plnrallty of nearly 
i.OOO votes. So much for registra- 
tion figures. 

This has l)een a Ima.v if not nn 
eventful week In local jiolitienl cir- 
cles. Not only are the sin-akers «►!< 
I lie rival j)arties busy on the hiist- 
~. but th>' courts are even full of 
politics.

The Right Bev. James A. MoFnul,

BRIEF SeSHIO.V. 



Sons of Erin all over the world 
are reciting either in public or 
private this week, "England's diffl- 
eiilty is Ircliind's opportunity." 

Kiitrland is in dire difficulty and 
her (iovernnient, once declared to be 
the liest lialaneed and most stable 
in the world, is in great distress. 
Shadows of war without are 
heightened by the terrors of in- 
ternecine strife. As a result Parlia- 
ment took a recess this week and 
win meet again Monday night. 
While nothing eventful is ezpeeted 
in the House of Commons, the nota- 
tion will continue there. The death 
of a London memlx-r has . necessi- 
tated the election of his successor, 
and a three-cornered fight is in 
progress. While the Lihcrals expect 
to elect a successor to the dead 
man, the Radicals want to put in 
one of theirs, London opposes the 
budget, and the Socialists believe 
they can aqueeze a man in between 
the other two. If the election ia 
lo^t to the Liberals by a big major- 
ity the Lorda may he eneouraged to 
make a more bitter fight on tKe 
biidpet. 

One of tlie most curious results of 
the whole struggle and Hie startling 
turn of affairs is tlie rushing to tho 
front of the Irish question. Tho 
first cau.so of this sudden trans- 
formation of the scene and the 
shifting of the interest was tne ac- 
tion of the House of Lords in 
vivisecting the Irish land bill. Even 
Cngliahmen were shooked by the 
!!|>ectacIe-T>the serried ranks of the 
Irish landlorda mutilating, indeed 
killing, a measure made necesaary 
by tho blunders of Tory finance and 
ttft urgent needs of the poorest 
parts of Ireland, hut the .r-iin fac- 
tor in bringing Ireland to the front 
W'UK Redmond'* manifesto announo- -xr-- 
intr the mission of T. 1*. O'Connor to 

\ in.'l-;.':i. 

-Ml. O'Connor declares that heScan 
only remain two weeks in America 
owing to the atress of events at 
home. He expects to visit New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Chieuyo during his brief stay. In 
liis opinion the Iriiih representatives 
in Parliament are placed in a more 
difficult situation than during the 
months which have elapsed since tho 
int rodiicl ion of the Lloyd-George 
budget. One of the many ojk'u sores 
of Irish life is the feeling thot the 
country is overtaxed— a feeling 
<waich was brought to a climax some 
fifteen years ago when a powerful 
commisucm, composed mainly of 
Englishmen and appointed by a 
Conservative government, brought 
in a report that Ireland was paying 
$15,750,000 every year beyond her 
taxable capacity and her fair pro- 
portion of the financial burdens of 
the empire. 

Some of thi.s grievance has been 
removed by the $lll,(K)0,000 which has 
come to Ireland through old age 
pensions, liut the grievance still ex- 
ists, and it will exist so long as the 
present system prevails. The* denial 
of 'home rule to Ireland involvea 
among other consequences spch gi- 
gantic expenditure on Judges, dril 
service officisis and, above all, on a 
police force which is an army of 
occupation and not a body of peace 
officers, as to make the overtaxa- 
tion of Ireland inevitable. 

The general feeling throughout 
Kii(i-laiid, Ireland and Scotland is ■ 
thai a disruption of the Cabiin^t is 
iMiiuiiieiit and a general election at 
haiul. The uncertain elemnt in the 
situation is how this appeal to the 
electors will be brought about, 
whether it will be the inevitable re- 
jection of the budget by the Houaa 
of Lords or, in tne event of tbe 
upper house accepting the ob- 
jectionable bill, whetner the Lii>eral 
jiarty would seek a renewed lease of 
power by dissolving Parliament at 
a time most favorable to its 
fort uiics. 

The concensus of opinion seems to 
be that the Lords will either hang 
up or reject the bill, and thus force 
the Oovemment into immediate dis- 
solution. '

"What will the Lords do?" that 
is the mala qnaatlon agltatlag the 

people of the 'British Isles )n refer- 
ence to the Lloyd-George budget. It 
carries with It another question — 
"What will the Lords do wlUl tha 
BIrrell land bill?" Neither' question 
Is easy to answer, btttV 'tt clearly 
foreshadowed that unleniVthag Lords 
adopt both the budget an^th* land 
hill the open season for Lords, Dukes 
and Earls will be declared. 

Only a few days ago David Lloyd- 
Qeorge, ChaaoaUor of the Bzchequer. 
spoke to an audience of 4,000 at 
Newcastle, lie toUl I hem: "We are 
going to send that bill up to the 
House of Lords and gel all tlio taxes 
or none." He added that if the 
Lords tore up the Constitution by 
Interfering with the money bill thay 
would force a revolution. Then he 
added: "The Lords may decree a 
revolution, but the people will di- 
rect it if it la begun, and issues will 
be raised that are now little dreamed 
of. the answers to which will be 
charged with peril for the order of 
things which the Lords represent." 

The plea of the Lords is that 
Lloyd-George's financial scheme is so 
revolutionary that the mandate of 
the country should be the only 
authority uiwu which to accept or 
reject ii. and tliai in thus appealing 
to the common people and placing 
upon their shoulders the reapon- 
aibility of accepting or rejecting the 
scheme, the House of Lords Is really 
acting within its rights 

If the Lords refuse to pass the 
budget and if the (iovernmoni Is 
thus forced into legal and consti- 
tutional conflict with them, the veto 
of the Peers will be doompd. If the 
budget Is not placed upon the statute 
book before the rarllamein intu 
which it was introduced is dissolveti 
financial chaos will result, because 
the budget reaoluttons will cease to 
have legal effect. The entire system 

of revenue for the British IsISS Will 
become unbalanced. 

In the face of such u euniingency 
the Unioalsts are relyiaf upon the 
hope that tha Qovernment w*tll be 
forced to come to (he rescue and by 
an Indemnifying measure restore 
order out of chao-. The (lovcrnineut 
proposed to do nothing of Ibe kind, 
but It does propose to lay the r#- 
sponsibillty on the shoulders of the 
Unionist majority In the House of 
Lords and then to ask the vai lous 
constituencies how they view ihe

work on "I'ostumea of Prelates." In 
it he ^ivoK thia interesting bit of in- 
forinnt ion: 

"It is generally believed that tho 
'episcopal color is purple; accord- 
ingly when one or several Bishops 
are to attend aome eeleliration, the 
persons 'who have charge of the dec- 
orntions secure as much 'purple' as 
possible to drape the seats nnd 
kneeliMH of the lilshop, and to hang 
the church or hall; they ailorn with 
n ptirple ribl>on the menu <-ariis. tho 
engros.se(l addresses, etc. This is n 
mistake. I'lirple is the color of the 
Uishop's rlothCK only, and of tlie 
livery gnrnionts of his ecclesiastical 
lioiisehold. The true "episcopal 
color' — the ime to be used for <leo- 
iiration purposes — is not purple, hot 
green. The drapery of the Bishop's 
throne— that of his ^le-41eu, the 
canopy over his coat of arms and 
other places of decoration, ahould be 
green. The throne and the pric-dieu 
should be draped in purple only on 
penitential dajs nnd on oci ;i^i.)i\s of 
mourning. TTie same rul' iipiilies, 
of course, to .\renbisliiips and 
Pat riarclis; hut for a Cardinal 
scarlet should he used instead of 
t'li'eu. When the Ordinary officiates 
his throne should lie draped in the
